JEAN DE RESZKE WEDS A COUNTESS. 


Civil Marriage of the Noted Tenor and 
Comtesse de Mailly Takes 
Place in Faris.

They call any man an 
Anarchist who stands up and declares that 
‘all men are born free and equal and en- 
titled to life, liberty, and the pursuft of 
happiness.’ They called Jefferson an An- 
archist in his day; they called Jackson an 
Anarchist in his day; they called Lincoln 
an Anarchist in 1860—I mean the Soufhern 

slave-holders did, 

Now, when we come forward here with 
a rejuvenated, a rehabilitated Democracy, 
a resurrected Democracy, a pure Democracy, 
and the first and only democracy we have 
had since the war [applause] we are abused, 
slandered, lied about, and misrepresented.

80, then, the whole question is whether 
this governmient is a government of a single 
people, divided into States for local con- 
venience, or merely a combination of States, 
with a General Government so feeble that a 
State official can halt the national flag on 
the national territory.

„ Granting that local authorities have not 
the human infirmities of hope and fear and 
ambition, still, in the midst of alarms, they 
cannot view the situation as calmly, as 
flispassionately, as the President, who sits 
apart and gets his information through the 
medium of cold type. But Gov. Altgeld sees 
Federal despotism if this power is conceded 
to the President. I see local despotism if it 
is denied.

ALTGELD REPLIES TO CARL SCHURZ. 


He Is Greeted by Enthusiastic Admir- 
6 ers at Peoria. 

Peoria, III., Oct. 29.—[Special.}—Gov. Alt- 
geld tonight addressed an audience of sev- 
eral thousand people in the Tabernacle. All 
idea of securing the Governor was aban- 
doned until the speech of Carl Schurz last 
Saturday evening in the same place. The 
Governor returned to Peoria for the espe- 
cial purpose of making reply. 

He was accompanied by Col. Bayle, As- 
sistant Adjutant-General, and hjs stenogra- 
pher, and reached the city from St. Louis 
shortly after 7 o’clock. 

At the depot a large crowd was in waiting 
and as the train appeared the Governor 
was greeted with great cheering. Promi- 
nent members of the local Popocracy and 
members of the Trade and Labor Assembly, 
headed by Spencer’s Band, were in waiting. 


The Governor and party immediately en- 


tered carriages and were driven to the Na- 
tional, where they had supper. The parade, 


however, marched directly to the big hall, 


where they were compelled to wait for 
some time for the Governor’s coming. He 
was again roundly applauded as he stepped 
on the stage and was briefly introduced by 
Senator John M. Niehaus of the district. 
Mr. tgeld at the outset started to reply 
to Mr. Schurz. He referred to his Chicago 
reply and said that Mr. Schurz in his Peoria 
speech declared that the Governor invented 
much of his facts and reiterated a large 
portion of his Chicago speech, with the 
exception that he posed as a disinterested 
person. 

in his Chicago speech the Governor treat- 
ed Mr. Schurz simply as an advocate, though 
he then knew that some years ago he re- 
ceived $200 a might from the Democracy, 
and at the present time is receiving $1,000 
a night from the Republicans. Gov. Alt- 
geld referred to Mr. Schurz's audacious at- 
tempt to drag the name of the martyred 
Lincoln in in favor of the gold standard. 
He then reviewed the political career of 
Mr. Schurz to prove that he had first cast 
his fortune with one party and then with an- 
other. Now when he [Schurz attempts to 
drag down the name of the great emancipa- 
ae ee 8 — 

sie e go Standard advocates have 
right to refer to that great name [Lincoln], 
for it stands for directly the opposite they 
represent. Mr. Schurz in his Peoria, as in 
his Chicago speech, offered. no remedy for 
the times, which all agreed were hard. Mr. 
Schurz was certainly excited when he talked 
about the patient recovering if we stop in- 
jecting the silver virus, for since 1893 no 
silver has been added to our currency. 

For twenty-five years the gold standard 
quacks have had charge of the patient and 
the silver physician has been unable to get 
near him.“ 

Mr. Altgeld continued his answer to Schurz 
at length, and discussed the financial! ques- 
—— and argued in his usual manner for free 
silver. 


BLACKBURN IN REPLY TO CARLISLE, 


He Offers Him a Month’s Salary for 
Every Hour of Debate. 
Louisville, Ky., Oct. 20.—Senator J. C. 8. 
Blackburn spoke here tonight to two large 
audiences at Macauley’s Theater and the Ma- 
sonic Temple. He said he had intended to be 
here yesterday to answer Secretary Car- 
lisle, but that the Secetary had refused to 
divide time. I will give him one month’s 
salary for.every hour he will agree to stand 

on the platform with me.“ 

He then proceeded to expound free silver 
doctrines, answering some of Secretary Car- 
lisle’s statements, and spoke of his record 
in Congress. He quoted from Mr. Carlisle’s 
speech of 1878 and said that the Secretary 
had never delivered that speech in Congress, 
that he had written it out in cold blood, and 
it was printed in the appendix of the Record 
by special permission of the Speaker. 

‘“*I only ask,“ said the Senator, that Mr. 
Carlisle shall not plead the baby act and say 
that he made this speech in the heat and ex- 
citement of debate.“ He then defended the 
Chicago platform, saying that it was not 
against law and order, and that its censure 
of the Supreme Court was not nearly so severe 
as that of Justices Brown and Harlan in 
their dissenting opinion in the income tax 
case. He here accused Mr. Carlisle of fish- 
ing for a Supreme Court appointment. 

They call us Anarchists,’’ he said, but 
the chief Anarchist of this country is Herr 
Most, who wrote a letter a short while ago 
in which he said he stood on the Republican 
side. Why? Because under the gold stand- 
ard the people will become more and more 
down-trodden, and when people are starving 
they will fight.”’

SILVERITES INSULT THE FLAG. 
American Railway Union Officials 
Make Old Glory a Doormat. 
Local officials of the American Railway 
Union brought a storm of public indignation 
upon themselves yesterday by indignities to 
the Stars and Stripes. At the office of the 
National Secretary of theorganization, Room 
887, Temple Court Building, where Eugene 
Debs’ right hand man, William E. Burns, 
and several directors hold forth, a number 
of free silver shouters used American flags 
as doormats and carpets for over an hour. 
The floor of the place was covered with 
thirty-inch flags, which were distributed 
Wednesday night by Republicans to be used 

as Flag day window decorations. 

The guilty men were lucky to escape 
rough handling by the tenants of the build- 
ing when! the news spread to the lower floors. 
Had the exhibition been continued much 
longer trouble would have followed. 

The only excuse offered for the insult to 
the National colors, was that the flags bore 
the likenesses of McKinley and Hobart. 

This excuse did not cool the wrath of scores 
of tenants in the building. Men gathered in 
the hallways and talked in threatening 
tones. 

Meanwhile the less excited tenants, with- 
out regard to political faith, hastily-drew up 
a petition, callingeon the owner of the bulld- 
ing to evict the A. R. U. men. 

Before the petition was put in circulation, 
B. W. Williams/ manager of the building, 
heard of the trouble and at once took steps 
to compel the objectionable tenants to vacate 
their room.

All this happened within an hour. As soon 
as the news spread to the street, scores of 
people began to flock into the building.

MORE PREDICTIONS OF HIGHER WHEAT 


Farmers Have oa Rare Opportunity for 
Profit if They Do Not Glut the 
English Market. 5 


{SPECIAL CABLE BY BALLARD SMTT H.] 

London, Oct. 29.—-[Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.}—“ Everything points to an im- 
proved market for wheat until a succession 
of bounteous harvests drives prices down 
again,” said the editor of the Mark Lane 
Express, the oldest established, most in- 
fluential organ of the British farmer, at his 
office in the Strand today. 

“The considerations respecting the Ar- 
gentine, East Indian, and Australian crops 
are chiefly conjectural. My judgment ils 
formed apart from them. 

“The rise in the price of wheat is legit- 
imate, the result of natura] causes. It has 
been anticipated by all concerned in the 
market for some time, but it came earlier 
and the jump has been greater than was ex- 
pected. 

“The suddenness of the rise was due to 
speculation in options. The reaction now 
taking place proves that the advance was 
premature. This week the markets have 
been dropping, and I should not be surprised 


| if this continued for a week or two. 


But prices will go up again, and if Amer- 
icans do not glut the English markets they 
will advance to higher figures than have yet 
been reached. I have been advising the 
British farmer for some time to hold wheat. 
Those who were able to do so did hold on, 
but the farmers here in the main are in no 
better plight than the farmers in America, 
and most of them have been compelled to 
sell to pay rents. 

„The advance in prices is fully warranted 
by the situation. In its origin it was not 
speculative, although speculators rushed in 
and drove it beyond what was reasonable 
for the moment. The world had no large 
supply of wheat to dispose of, and England 
had dangerously depleted granaries. After 
the first rush prices are steadying now, and 
a good level will be maintained through the 
winter. 

The Argentina prospects, according to my 
latest advices, are good unless late October 
frosts spoli the crop. The failure of the 
Argentine crop, of course, would appreciably 
affect the market. 

Jam no believer in any heavy import of 
wheat into India, but it is now practically 
certain that the Indian supplies cannot be 
counted upon, and some wheat and maize 
must be imported to make up for the failure 
of both rice. and wheat crops. 

Bad weather here has greatly delayed 
the sowing of spring wheat. This is true, 
not only of England, but of the continent. 
Unless the weather picks up November sow- 
ing may be jeopardized. Although we can 
gow in the spring, it is not as good as doing 
it in October or November. This may affect 
the European crops next year, and again 
2 the American farmer a decided advan- 

age.“

Compliments Altgeld’s Speech. 


When Gov. Altgeld made a speech on the 
gilver question he presented it so thoroughly 
and answered the arguments agains: bi- 
metallism so conclusively that he left little 
to be said by any oneelse.

Crush in North Side Turner Hall. 


There was every prospect of a frightful 
accident marking the close of the North Side 
Turner Hall meeting. As Mr. Bryan left 
the stage there was a rush toward the outer 
entrance on the part of te people in the audi, 
tortum and of those on the stage and along 
the hallways. In a few minutes the hall- 
way at the foot of the stairs was a surging 
crowd, which quickly became uncontrollable. 

People were swept along, off their feet at 
times, and the police were utterly incapable 
of controlling.or checking the crush. Wom- 
en screamed and men shouted, ahd if one 
had missed his footing on the stairs he cer- 
tainly would have been crushed to death. 
As it was the hall was emptied without se- 
rious accidents. 

Mr. Bryan did not reach the hall until 1118 
and ‘spoke for about fifteen minutes. He 
was received most enthusiastically, but 
spoke with considerable difficulty. There 
were about 1,500 peogle in the hall, filling 
it to repletion. There was also speaking on 
the outside. 


Boy Orator’s Address. 


„ Ladies and Gentlemen: I can talk to 
you only a moment. I was late in getting 
started this evening and 8. haye not been 
able to catch up much.

Death of A. D. Beecher.

Daniel Cameron, an Engineer, Felled

Daniel Cameron, an engineer for the Lip- 
ton Packing company, was struck on the 
head with a coupling pin yesterday morning 
as he stood in the doorway of the engine- 
room leading into the packing-house at 
Forty-fifth street and Packers avenue. It 
was thrown by aman who ran down Pack- 
ers avenue and disappeared among a string 
ot cars.

If you will read a book written by a French 
writer, Chevalier, along in the 508, you will 
find the identical arguments used against 
silver now Were used against gold then. 

I have had people ask me why it is that 
they demonitised silver when silver was 
worth more than gold at the time. The ex- 
planation is simple, my friends. .At that 
time silver was increasing and gold was de- 
creasing, and they wanted to demonetize 
the metal that was increasing so they would 
have the metal that was decreasing, because 
decreasing money means dear money, and 
that is what the money-changers always 
wanted.“ [Applause.]

ing and let confidence come. beck, that then 
all will be well. They say open the mill, not 
the mint. Why, you could open your milis 
now, if the people could buy what the mills 
would produce.” [Applause] 


In the Smaller Towns. 


Mr. Bryan also spoke at Forreston. The 
train started with him as he was in the 
middle of a sentence, and the crowd cheered. 

At 3 o’clock he spoke in Polo and at 3:30 
in North Dixon. While waiting for the train 
at Dixon he shook hands with a great many 
people. Rochelle was reached at 4:30. 

At De Kalb the farmers cheered his attack 
on the gold standard. 

When the train reached Geneva at 5:55 it 
was dark, but a great crowd was gathered 
at the station, and Mr. Bryan spoke to them 
from a temporary stand, lighted with two or 
three sickly looking lamps. The rain was 
coming down, but mounting a chair the 
candidate made his tenth speech of the 
day. 

N was 6:20 when Mr. Bryan spoke at 
Wheaton. He said: One question put te 
me is this: Since ratlroads must pay ine 
terest on their bonds in gold and will receive 
their revenues in silver, will they not be 
compelled, inasmuch as they are not al- 
lowed to raise rates to reduce their 
operating expenses, and as a consequence 
the wages of their working people?’ That 
question is based upon the assumption that 
we shall fail to maintain the parity between 
gold and silver. We,.wWho are supporting 
bimetallism, believe that the opening of our 
mints to the free colnage of silver will 
create such a demand for silver that the 
gap between gold and silver will be closed, 
and that therefore a silver dollar and a gold 
dollar will be of the same value, whether 
melted or colned, here or anywhere in the 
world. [Applause.] 

„But, my friends, I shall not content my- 
self with merely answering the question. I 
want to point to the fact that under the gold 
standard many railroads in this country 
have been going into the hands of receivers 
because their fixed charges could not be re- 
duced, and their income has been reduced 
with hard times. Therefore, whilé the rall- 
roads of Mexico have been prospering and 
paying their gold indebtedness, and © still 
paying running expenses, our railroads 
have been going into bankrutpcy. [Ap- 
plause.] 

Farmers Bear Losses, 

“I may suggest another thing in reply to 
this question, and that is this, that when 
these raſlroads issue their bonds and sell them 
upon the market, running for a long period 
of time, those bonds call for the same rum- 
ber of dollars, no matter how dear dollars 
may become. If prices fall, then the farmer 
must bear all the loss of falling prices, or 
else the railroads must reduce rates and then 
share in the loss. But if the railroads reduce 
rates, they find that they cannot reduce the 
amount they must pay as interest on their 
bonds, and therefore when their incomes are 
decreased from decreased rates, they must 
take that decrease ont of their operating 
expenses, and if the gold standard continues 
and prices continue to fall, the time must 
come when these railroads will have to cut 
the salaries of their men, or go into bank- 
ruptcy. And yet they are trying to compel 
their men, to support the gold standard, 
even with the menace that the gold standard 
brings to them.“ {Applause.] 

The last stop of the trip was made at May- 
wood, where there was an immense gather- 
ing in the space between the railroad and the 
hotel. Mr. Bryan was escorted to the steps 
of the hotel by a committee of Maywood citi- 
zens, and addressed the meeting. 

From Maywood Mr. Bryan's train went to 
Chicago without a stop.

Bryan and Altgeld and their worshipers 

contend that the fall im’ the prices of com- 

modities which has taken place since 1878 

all over the world and is most notable in 


civilized countries is an evil. They ridic- | 


ulously contend also that this fall is due 
to the scarcity of gold or to its “ apprecia- 
tion in value.” 

The sound money men deny both these 
allegations. They admit that the prices of 
many commodities have fallen largely— 
some much and others a little and some 
none. In all hand-made goods where labor- 
saving methods are not applied it actually 
costs more for those articles now than 
before 1873 or before the war. Hand-made 
boots and shoes, and hand-made clothes, 
and hand-made horseshoes and nails, and 
hand-made household articles are cases in 
point. 

These great variations in the prices of 
commodities since 1873 could not exist if 
gold had appreciated, asin that case all prod- 
ucts would have declined about equally in 
price. And the wages of labor of all kinds 
would have declined to the full degree 
that gold had appreciated. Nothing could 
be more certain than that. 


The sound money men also contend that 


the cheapening of commodities has been a 
blessing to the world. 

They also contend that it has been due 
exclusively to reduced expense of produc- 
tion and reduced cost of transportation by 
reason of labor-saving inventions and bet- 
ter business methods of manufacture and 
distribution. | 

They insist that commodities have cheap- 
ened in proportion as invention has reduced 
the labor cost of producing them, the proc- 
ess having been a notably rapid one since 
1873, because human ingenuity and men's 
control over the powers of nature haye made 
unexampled progress during that period. 

Bryan's opponents insist also that as long 
as that cause is operative and invention 
continues to lessen the labor and cost of 
production by automatic machinery and 
scientific short cuts prices of commodities 
will continue to decline and mankind will 
be the gainer thereby. 

Labor-saving machinery has been intro- 
duced both on the farm and in the work- 
shop and has cheapened the cost of produc- 
ing wheat fully a half since 1873, as it 
has that of producing textile fabrics or 
metal goods and woodenware. It is diffi- 
cult to mention any great branch of proiduc- 
tion where more commodities are not pro- 
duced per day or hour of labor applied to 
them than in 1873. 

The farmer has far better arid more effect- 
ive machinery than he had then: and the su- 
perior implement only costs him about half 
what the inferior one did twenty-three years 
ago. Consequently he does not need as 
many laborers on his farm to get out his 
crop. One man with an automatic ma- 
chine can do as much work as two, three, 
or more men could doa quarter of a century 


ago. And then the multiplication of rail- 


roads has so gridironed the country that 
almost every farmer has a station close to 
his place; the railroad charges for hauling 
freight h®ve been cut in two in the middle 
since 1873. And these facilities are im- 
mense aids to him in every way. 

The labor cost of a bushel of wheat or 
corn is much less than it was in 1873, 
perhaps not more than half. The cost of 
transportation is astdnishingly less. Be- 
tween 1865 and 1868 the cost of moving a 
bushel of wheat from Chicago to New York 
was 26½ cents, in 1892 ft was 5 3-5 cents. 

In many manufacturing industries, one 
man, aided by automatic machines, can 
produce more ju a day than ten men could 
during the same length of time in 1873. 
Those goods, produced at a lower cost, have 
been offered to customers at a lower price. 
Consumption has increased, and, while the 
manufacturer has made a smaller profit on 
each unit of his product, he has sold a much 
greater number of units. 

The enormous saving in cost of production 
has been shared between different classes. 


The consumers have largely participated in 


it in the form of lower prices of goods, and 
the employés in the form of much higher 
wages in gold since resumption in 1878. 

The inventors and patentees of the inven- 
tions have got their royalties, and the manu- 
facturer had a profit on the immensely 
larger demand for the products caused by 
their cheapness. 

The price of steel has fallen over 50 per 
cent since 1873, not because gold has ap 
preciated, but because Bessemer and others 
devised processes by which steel could be 
fhade with vastly less labor and because the 
great reduction in transportation charges 
made it cost less to bring the ore and the 
coke and other raw materials to the fur- 
nace and rolling mill and to send thé finished 
product to the,buyer, user, and consumer. 

The cotton-raisers complain of the fall 
in the-price of their fiber, and absolutely 
charge it to the appreciation of the gold 
standard. They forget that the same in- 
ventive genius which made it profitable to 
raise cotton for clothing purposes in the 
United States has been at work ever siuce 
for their benefit, and has enabled the plant- 
er to oversupply the market and to depress 
the price of cotton on himself. 

The cotton gin gave value to cotton it did 
not possess before. The utilization of the 
cotton seed for oil, oleomargarine, and for 
cattle feed has added to the Southern 
planters’ profits tens of millions of dollars. 
They get less for the lint, but they get some- 
thing for a product they formerly threw 
away by reason of inventions. 


The planters forget also that, while the 


gain in population in this country from 
1865 to 1892 was 88% per cent, the produc- 
tion of cotton increased 234 percent. With 
cotton, as with wheat, production outran 
consumption. And we might cite a hundred 
other cases of the cheapening and beneficial 
effect of labor-saving appliances. 

Silver sells for only half per ounce what it 
did before 1873. That is because only half 
as much labor is required to put an ounce or 
a ton of it on the market. Railroads have 
made silver mines cheaply accessible. Ores 
and fuel can be carried to the smelter for a 
mere fraction of what it formerly cost to 
wagon them the mountains. But for 
railroads the cost of extracting an ounce of 


silver would be 50 per cent more than it is.” 


Various discoveries in treating ores have 
added greatly to the economy. Ores which 
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market.176 million ounces of silver, or four 
times the product of and before 1873, at 
half the former price per ounce. If there 
had not been a profit in the production of 
that vast quantity of silver at sixty odd cents 
per ounce it would not have been produced 
and thrown on the market for sale. 

In the manufacture of boots and shoes 
there has been a saving of time and work 
since 1873 of about 80 per cent. The me- 
chanical improvements in that industry 
have been amazing. There are few other 
manufacturing industries in which the gain 
has been less than 40 per cent. In every 
case the cost of producing these commodities 
has declined to a greater degree than their 
average market price. 

Lower prices are the necessary and inevi- 


table result of the increased efficiency of 


human labor in farming and manufacturing 
That efficiency has 
been most notable in some instances in this 
country, but it has been displayed all over 
the civilized world. 

Since Europe suspended the free coinage 
of silver andadopted the gold standard there 
has been a decline in the market prices of 
commodities due to greater efliciency and 
improved labor methods; and there, as here, 
there has been a steady rise in wages as 
measured in gold and a cheapening of prod- 
ucts in the market. Is not that for the 
human good? 

The simple fact is that the working classes 
of this country have been buying the neces- 
saries and comforts of life cheaper for them- 


selves and families year by year since 1873, | 


and getting at the same time higher pay in 
gold up to 1894, when a change in adminis- 
tration and political policies caused hard 
times and more or less loss of employment. 
But the result of- the election of McKinley 
next Tuesday will restore confidence and 
good times. a 

Then how has labor been injured by lower 
cost of living? That is something Bryan 
has never expluined, and yet he persistently 
denounces low prices as an evil and calls 
on the voters to change the money standard 
in order to double the cost of living, Can 
the American workingman be hoaxed, bam- 
boozled, or cheated into voting for high cost 
of living and low wages, paid in debased, de- 
preciating money, when he has fared so 
well under a system which has given him* 
high wages in good money and cheap neces- 


saries and comforts of life? 


BRYAN’S EMPTY SPEECHES. 

Bryan reserved Chicago for the closing 
days of his campaign when public interest 
and excitement would have reached the 
highest pitch. Then he could expect to 
have the largest and most impressible au- 
diences and make the greatest number of 
converts. 

On the other hand, those who crowded 
to hear him had a right to expect that he 
had saved his best oratory and best argu- 
ments for the voters of this great city, 
whose ballots, determining, as they will, 
the result in Illinois, can send him to Wash- 
ington or drive him back to Nebraska. 

It was a reasonable assumption that in his 
last appearance on a metropolitan stage and 
in hfs last appeals to great aggregations of 
voters he would clear up all doubtful points 
regarding his position and would answer 
fully—or attempt to do so—all the objec- 
tions which have been raised regarding his 
financial policy. ; 

Bryan had the large audiences he cal- 
culated on. He cannot complain of a lack 
of interest. Friends and foes crowded his 
mectings and listened intently to what he 
had to say in his twenty-six speeches. 

But while the attendance was not disap- 
pointing, Bryan was. He failed utterly to 
do what was expected of him. He managed 
to utter 50,000 words without explaining 
anything or answering anything. He blew 
rhetorical soap bubbles and poured out a 
torrent of shop-worn sentences, but he gave 
his hearers neither facts nor arguments 
nor answers, 

He did not endeavor to make clear. to 
them why this country, instead of holding 
fast to the gold standard, which has worked 
so well for over sixty years, should discard 
it and begin experimenting with a silver 
standard when the experience of all coun- 
tries using it demonstrates its inferiority. 

Bryan did not endeavor to explain why at 
this time of all others, when there is no 
interest which is not suffering and when 
most business-men have all they can do to 
keep their heads abéve water, the United 
States should change the money standard 
and create a financial convulsion. 

Bryan did not attempt to justify or even 
to apologize for the violation of common 
honesty involved in a debasement of the 
money standard so as to affect existing 
contracts. He insists that the men who 
have loaned gold dollars or sold property 
or goods on time under the gold standard, 
and therefore sold them for a gold price, 
must accept debased silver. Why he thinks 
he has a rikht to insist in this crowning out- 
rage he declined to inform his Chicago 
hearers. 

Nor did Bryan give any reson why the 
workingman who has sold his labor for 
gold dollars and has deposited some of them 
in a savings bank should be paid back 
50-cent silver dollars, and thus be stripped 
of half the fruit of his thrift. 

Many of the 4,800,000 savings bank 
depositors of the United States live in 
Chicago. So do many of the 900,000 in- 
vestors in building and loan associations. 
They did not hear from Bryan’s lips any 
answer to the question why the money 
standard, if changed at all, sbould be 
changed in such a way as to rob them of 
half their accumulations. 

Bryan let loose 50,000 words in his twen- 
ty-six speeches, and yet he had not one 
word to spare for the life insurance policy- 
holders. They have taken out policies ex- 
pecting that gold standard dollars worth 
100 cents apiece will be paid their families 
when they die. The change of standard 
de ed by Bryan would cut down the 
v of the dollars received by the bene- 
ficiaries one-half. 

Bryan addressed a “ business-men’s meet- 
ing.” He talked 6,000 words, and yet failed 
utterly to explain to the business-men of 
this city why they should be deprived by a 
change in the money standard of half the 
value of their bank deposits and of their 
book debts. He gave no reason why their 
business should be thrown into confusion 
by an abandonment of the money standard 
of the world—the gold standard. 

Nor did Bryan in any one of his twenty- 
six speeches refer to the contemplated dis- 
turbance of the relations between employ- 
ers and employés by the sudden deprecia- 
tion in value of the money in which wages 
are paid. He did not show why every ex- 
isting wage scale should be disrupted. He 
did not point out how the workinzman was 
to recover the lost purchasing power of his 


wages. . 
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been satisfied. . 

Therefore, if Bryan made any converts 
during his last despairing efforts here, they 
were not made among intelligent men, For 
they cannot be caught by a speaker who 
gives them hollow declamation when they 
ask for solid arguments, and who, when the 
question is put to him why he proposes to 


injure them, disdains to reply. 


Bryan may have made some converts. If 
so, they were men who think, as Bryan 


| does, that the laws of political economy and 


of finance can be repealed by a plankina 
party platform. There are always persons 
who think they show their independence by 
denying the validity of generally accepted 
doctrines, and who are ready to indorse any 
action which is contrary to common sense 
in order to prove that nobody can boss them. 

Such men may have been captivated by 
Bryan’s bombast. His financial and eco- 
nomic fallacies must have appealed to them. 
As a rule they have nothing to lose, and the 
prospect of a panic and an industrial con- 
vulsion does not alarm them as it does bet- 
ter men. They are always in a state of 
suppressed revolt against decency and good 
order, and are ready to follow any leader 
who preaches a crusade against the peace df 
society. 

Chicagoans have listened to twenty-six of 
Bryan's speeches, footing up 50,000 words, 
delivered at a time when, if ever, he should 
have been frank and explicit, and have made 
the best case for himself he could. He 
failed to explain or to answer. His speeches 
were empty babble. So the verdict of Chi- 
cago is: “ Thou art weighed in the balances, 
and art found wanting.“ 


|. BRYAN’S PLAN TO IMPROVE SAFETY OF 


SAVINGS BY WIPING OUT HALF THEIR 

VALUE. 

The Popocratie candidate for President, 
William J. Bryan, has fought shy of the 
savings bank to the utmost of his power. 
Ho has avoided it as if it had the smallpox. 
They represent an enormous interest. 

Tg are 1,100 of them, and they have the 
enormous number of 4,800,000 depositors, 
who have placed in them for safe keeping 
and a small interest over 1,800 millions 
of dollars of gold standard money. They 
consist of frugal, thrifty, industrious poor 
people trying by close economy and hard 
work to get a start in the world. These 
poor, worthy people are very anxious about 
the effect Bryan’s scheme of free silver 
coinage at 16 to 1 will have on thevalue of 
their deposits. They see clearly that such 
money cannot be worth more than about 
50 cents on the dollar, and that their savings 
will instantly sink down to that low value 
if Bryan is elected, and whenever they draw 
out any of their money its purchasing power 
will only be half as much as when they de- 
posited it. They also see that if they were 
to draw it out before the election it would 
sink down in their hands just the same. 

A majority of these savings bank deposit- 
ors are Democrats, and have supported the 
candidates of that party. They have been 
especially anxious to have Mr. Bryan 
explain what plan he had to prevent this 
ruinous loss from falling on them in the 
event of his election. But as he has no 
plan and contemplates none he simply 
evades the serious question and dodges 
them. At all his meetings he talks on other 
subjects, such as their duty to crush their 
employers, to drive the gold standard out 
of this country in order to. vex and insult 
England, and to adopt a 50-cent silver dol- 
lar standard of money without the 
aid or consent of any European 
nation, and to punish all the 
people who have loaned gold money on 
mortgages or sold land on gold valuations 
by foreing them to accept an equal number 
of 50-cent silver dollars in full payment of 
their gold, ete. He talks glibly and volu- 
bly on these aad similar subjects, but evades 
the savings deposit matter as he would the 
cholera. 

But Tue Tripune has been dogging his 
flying heels with that question, and when 
he got as far as Bloomington he was com- 
pelled to face the music and say something, 
as he could dodge no longer. And this is 
what he is reported as saying: 

Now, as to the savings bank deposits. The men 
who deposit money in savings banks usually de- 
posit until they can find a place to invest it. As 
a rule the people who have money deposited in 
savings banks have more property outside of the 
banks than they have money in the banks, and 
the only way a dollar can fall in value is when 
property is rising in value, and if a man’s property 
rises more than his deposits fall he is a gainer in- 
stead of a loser: [By what—by being paid in 50- 
cent dollars?] That is one way to look at it, 
[And a very ridiculous way.] 

Another is this: A savings bank can only pey 
its depositors when its assets are collectible. Un- 
der the gold standard, if you corfpel the savings 
banks to foreclose mortgages and take the farms 
and attempt to turn these assets into money, you 
will find that, as the gold standard progresses, the 


savings banks will become less and less secure, 
and instead of getting back your deposits in larger 


dollars you will not be able to collect your de- 


posits at all, because the banks will not be able to 
collect on their assets. 
Will that explanation satisfy anybody 


who has a deposit in a Chicago or Illinois 
savings bank? No, not if they are in their 
rational senses and comprehend what he 
said. There are some 25 millions of sav- 
ings of the thrifty poor in the savings banks 
of this State, standing to the credit of 
93,000 men, women, boys, and girls, and 
what interests them is the Bryan-Popo- 
cratic scheme of monetary change which 
will destroy half the value of their money, 
and they naturally do not like it nor wish 
Popocracy success at their expense. 

Now look at this lame and impotent con- 
clusion as an answer offered by Bryan to 
these people whom he coolly proposes to 
despoil. His first way of looking at it“ 
is arrant nonsense, If his other property 
is rising” his safety bank money cannot 
fall unless the money standard has been 
changed to free coinage 50-cent dollars, 
which Bryan is advocating. 

As to his other way of looking at it,“ 
a savings bank can always pay 100 cents 
on the dollar when its officers invest the 
savings prudently—taking ample security, 
Good farm land located east of the Nebras- 
ka and Kansas arid districts furnishes good 
security for savings banks. But the great 
bulk of savings deposits is not invested 
in farm land securities. But under gold 
mortgages a savings bank can invest in 
farm land security with as much safety as 
in silver mortgages. A $1,000 loan in 
standard money gold is certainly as well 
secured on a piece of land as a $2,000 fifty- 
eent silver dollar mortgage on the same 
land. Even Bryan ought to be able to see 

that fact. 

The savings banks are not becoming less 
and less secure on the gold ard than 


they would be on the silver It is

FREE COINAGE REJECTED BY FARMERS. 

Bryan started out to stampede the whole 
mass of Republican farmers over to the 
Popocratie repudiation ticket. His grounds 
were that they were nearly all heavily in 
debt for land they had bought and 
money they had borrowed to improve and 
stock their places. He rushed over the 
country telling them of the wonderful dis- 
covery he had made—viz.: change the 
money standard from gold to free coinage 
of silver at 16 to 1, and make it a legal 
tender for the payment of all debts con- 
tracted on the basis of gold standard money. 

“Then your farm products will sell for 
double prices in the cheap silver 16 to 1 
dollars, each worth 50 cents. You will 
therefore get what looks like twice the 
money for your crops, and with these half- 
value silver dollars, which will be legal 
tender for existing debts, you can compel 
the people you owe to receive them, and see 


how easy it will be to liquidate your mort- 


gages. with this half bogus money—not 
worth much to buy goods at the store, but 
good as gold to pay off your debts with.” 

He felt sure of catching the Democratic 
and Populist farmers with his dishonest 
proposals, and he felt sure that the same 
rotten temptation would beguile hundreds 
of thousands of Republican farmers into 
bolting their party and voting for him for 
the highest office in the Union. 

But this dishonest, reckless demagogue 
had not studied the matter thoroughly. He 
had left out several important factors of 
the case. Lis first mistake was in assum- 
ing that farmers were desperately - or hope- 
lessly in debt and in daily peril of having 
their mortgages foreclosed and their farms 
sold out for what was due on them. 

His next mistake was in supposing that 
any considerable numbers of creditors 
wanted the principal of their claim. The 
vast majority of them merely wanted the 
interest paid, and were quite willing to 
renew the lien—generally at lower rates of 
interest. But the farmers themselves 
knew this to be the fact, and were in no fear 
of being distréssed by their creditors. 

In the third place, he had neglected to ex- 
amine the census statistics of 1890, where he 
would have feund that half the farms did not 
have any mortgage on them—and that east 
of the Mississippi River two-thirds to three- 
quarters of the farms were entirely free 
of liens on them of any kind. 

There ane nearly five million farms in 
the United States, and there are about two 
and a third million mortgages on farm 
lands. There are often two or more mort- 
gages covering different parts of the same 
farm, bought at different times. So the 
number of farms which are entirely unin- 
cumbered is two-thirds of the whole number 
of farms. 

There are about three million farm-own- 
ers who are clear of debt, a million of whom 
have money loaned out at interest. If a 
16 to 1 free coinage law should be passed 
these farmers would get back only half the 
money, amounting to several hundred mill- 
ions, they have loaned. How can it be for 
their advantage that that should happen? 

Of the farm mortgages in force now 56 
per cent. represent the remainder of the 
purchase money due. In most cases the 
sellers were old farmers, who disposed of 
the whole or a portion of their land either 
to neighbors or strangers, or to sons, sons- 
in-law, or nephews on easy time payment. 


These old farmers, having disposed of 


their land, have moved to the county seat 


‘or to some pleasant neighboring town, ex- 


pecting to pass the remainder of their days 
there peacefully enjoying the fruit of their 
former labors. 

Bryan has now about closed his 100 
days’ campaign, and he is greatly disap- 
pointed to find that he has made but slight, 
if any, impression on the Republican farm- 
ers. He discovers that they stand firmly 
by the good money standard, and repudiate 
his bad money, dishonest scheme. They 
say unto him, Get thee behind us, Satan,“ 
and are ready to march in solid column to 
the polls next Tuesday to vote plumpers 
for Maj. Me Kinley, and to continue the 
sound 100-cent dollar money. They have no 
use for any man preaching the rascally doc- 
trine of Bill Bryan. 


THE PANIC BRYAN EXPECTS. 

June 24 of this year Bryan was at Iowa 
Falls, Ia., to make a speech, a few days be- 
fore he was nominated. While he was there 
the following conversation took place be- 
tween Mr. Bryan and a clothing merchant 
of a neighboring town: 

Mr. Pleasant said: ‘* Mr. Carlisle, in his speech 
at Chicago last spring, sald that the adoption of 
free silver by this country alone would produce a 
panic, the like of which this country has never 
experienced, affecting all classes of people. Do 
you belleve Mr. Carlisle, Mr. Bryan?“ 

Mr. Bryan replied: It a man is sick and 
grows worse he must take medicine, even if such 
medicine produces other sickness for awhile.”’ 

That is to say, Bryan believes and is 
willing to admit and has not denied that 
while going from the gold standard to the 
silver standard the country will be “ sick ” 
for awhile—will have a panic. But the 
prospect does not disturb Bryan in the least. 

A week later than the time when this con- 
versation took place substantially the same 
question was put to Bland, who was then a 
candidate for President. He was asked by a 
special reporter of the New York World 
if free coinage would not cause a great 
panic. His reply was: “ There will be no 
great panic.” He admitted there would be 
a panic, but belittled its seriousness. 

Bryan has intelligence enough to see a 
change to the silver standard will breed a 
terrific panic. Yet he can contemplate with 
composure the prospect of an industrial 
paralysis of that kind. . 

Bryan is the first doctor who, pretending 
to have the welfare of the people at heart, 
has ever for 
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their real or im- 


policy to cause a fearful, destructive panic. 

The United States had one attack of 
panic sickness three years ago, from the 
effects of which it has not recovered yet. 
Bryan wishes to have another panic, caused 
by the operation of his 16 to 1 half bogus 
money for paying debts. 

Workingmen cannot ha ve forgotten what 
the panic of 1898 did for them—how it 
threw hundreds of thousands of them out 
of work suddenly. Can it be possible that 
any of them are ready to vote for a Presi- 
dential candidate who assures them they 
must pass through another panic before 
they will be better off than they are?

Five days hence the voters of the United 
States will go to the polls and cast their 
votes for the Presidential candidates of 
their choice, and six days from tonight the 
returns of that election will shew that 
Maj.

“captains of industry and applied to re- 
productive purposes, making a greatly in- 
creased demand for labor, and under the 
law of supply and demand pushing up the 
wages of workingmen; and the wages which 
are paid will be paid in gold dollars or their 
equivalent, instead of in depreciated 50- 
cent silver dollars of Bryan and Altgeldism.

The next effect of Bryan’s defcat will be 
that the Democratic politicians who have 
been following the lead of Bryan, Altgeld, 
Tillman, Jones & Co., as they nurse their 


black eyes and battered bodies and gather

BIGHT Tes IVA HOLDUP | JUDGE BURKE COMPLIMENTS A JURY. 


His Honor Also Takes Occasion to Ex- 
coriate the Employer of One of 
the Members. 


Judge Burke, in discharging from service 
a jury in his court yesterday, paid all the 
members a high compliment for their effi- 
ciency and qualifications to serve as jurors. 

Judge Burke said: 

“ Gentlemen—You were selected by me 
from one hundred or more, men after a. care- 
ful examination of your qualifications to sit 
as judges of the evidence in cases where 
were involved the life and liberty of the de- 
fendants, so the most flattering tribute 
which I can pay you is the fact that, in view 
of my determination to select only fit men 
as jurors, you have been taken this term. 
The business of the court, because of your 
intelngence, and conscientious, and unbi- 
ased discharge of duty has been pressed with 
vigor and becoming dignity. You are busi- 
ness- men, many of you occupying promi- 
nent positions in this city, and each man, 
perhaps, has lost each day more money 
than sufficient to pay the jury expenses for 
the day. . 

I only regret to say one of your number 
has informed me of an affair that discloses 
the enemy of the jury system. His employer 
sneeringly remarked to him he must be very 
anxious to be a juror, otherwise he could 
have so shrewdly answered such questions 
as to his qualification he would have been 
discharged and escaped jury service. Had 
that juror been discharged I would have 
punished his employer to the extreme limit 
of the law. Such a man is unworthy of 
citizenship in this republic for he is selfish 
enough to want such men as you to protect 
his life and property. Than he and his like 
no man is a greater enemy of our country. 

In behalf of the- court and a public well 
served, I thank you. Such service as you 
have rendered tends to restore the jury sys- 
tem to its proper fuhction and honorable 
place in the temple of justice.“ 

After Judge Burke had finished, Assistant 
State’s-Attorney Pearson said: 

“Your Honor, this I believe is the first 
time in the history of the Criminal Court 
when a jury has been so complimented and, 
as the representative of the State, I most 
heartily concur in all your Honor has said.“ 

The jurors were greatly pleased over the 
remarks of the court.

MANOW CLEARS HIS PAL. 


MAKES A WRITTEN STATEMENT | 


WINDRATH WAS INNOCENT. 


Condemned Maa Declares He Was Not 
Given a Chance te Tell Who Killed 


Carey B. Birch—Reiterates His As- | 


sertion That He Pleaded Guilty on 
a Promise of Leniency—Weak and 
Nervous When Removed te the 
Death Chamber.

Julius Manow, who is to be hanged today 
for the murder of Carey B. Birch, yesterday 
finished and made public a written statement 
in which he declared that Joseph Windrath, 
who was hanged for his share in the Birch 
homicide, was an innocent man. 

Manow devotes most of his statement to 
explaining how he came to plead guilty under 
the impression that it would result in his 
getting a life sentence. He also severely 
criticises Judge Horton and asserts that he 
was not given a chance to tell who killed 
Birch. 

Manow was on the verge of collapse yes- 
terday. He had spent Wednesday night 
writing his statement and the strain and the 
near approach of his death on the scaffold 
combined to weaken him eo that the jail 
officials expected him to break down at an 
moment. 0 

In his statement, after recounting the early 
stages of the trial and declaring that he 
withdrew his plea of not guilty "’ and en- 
tered one of “ guilty” on account of prom- 
ised leniency, Manow says: 

“Williams lied, every word he said; my 
wife lied when she said that Windrath was 
with me that night, or that Windrath came 
home with me that night, because he did not 
come with me but went home all by himself. 


Declares Windrath Innocent. 


J wish to state right here that Joe Wind- 
rath never had a hand in that affair and that 
he died an innocent man. 

“The reason the State did not put me 
on the witness stand was because they 
did not want to hear from my lips that Wind- 
rath was innocent—and to convict him the 
State, moreover, needed to get rid of me, 
In order to convict Windrath my common- 
law wife was a most important witness, and 
with me out of the way there would be no 
doubt but that she would testify. If we had 
succeeded in showing a common-law rela- 
tionship Alvena could not have testified. 
Forrest did not wish to take chances on that 
point and for that reason he made the prom- 
ise to get me a life sentence.“ 

Manow reiterates his assertion that Mr. 
Forrest, counsel for the State, who took the 
leading part in the trial, who was daily be- 
fore me as the chief prosecutor, held out the 
promises and hopes of a life sentence. This 
hope was not taken away by anything the 
court said to me at the time of my plea. 

„% Before the sentence was pronounced it 
was brought to the attention of the court 
that my plea was induced by promises of a 
life sentence. I myself told it to the court, 
but it was disregarded and the death sen- 
tence pronounced. Taking these circum- 
stances into consideration, ought not the 
court to have permitted the plea to have 
been withdrawn or to have vacated the sen- 
tence and to have given a new sentence, of 
life imprisonment?

DOWNEY STOPS DUFFY'S TUNNEL WORK 


Says the Excavating in Section Two 
Will Not Be Resumed Till the Con- 
tractor Settles All Damages. 


Commissioner Downey yesterday or- 
dered stopped all work on Sec. 2 of the new 
Northwest land tunnel. 

On Wednesday Joseph Duffy, the contrac- 
tor, was ordered to stop using dynamite in 
the east drift of the Hoyne avenue work.

STRANDED VESSELS FINALLY FLOATED 


Steamer Philip Minch, After Being

Las OF GOLD FOR SUBTREASURY. 


Yellow Coin to the Amount of $1,000,- 
000 Is Received from the Mint 
at Philadelphia. 


Six steel-bound kegs were rolled into the 
United States Subtreasury yesterday morn- 
ing. Their contents consisted of $1,000,000 
in bright, new gold coins, fresh from the 
Philadelphia mint. 

The money was sent to the Chicago Sub- 
treasury to replenish the store of gold, which 
has suffered a loss of $3,500,000 during the 
last three months. One million dollars of the 
amount has been withdrawn by individuals 
in Chicago on coin certificates. The other 
$2,500,000 was sent to San Francisco, after 
the recent run on the Subtreasury there. 

The latter institution, under the law, is 
compelled to y out gold for legal tenders, 
but that law does nat extend to the Chicago 
Subtreasury, and no fear of a run is ex- 
pected by the local authorities.

Allegation Is That He Took County 
Funds Intended for the Relief of 
Indigent Veterans, Widows, and Or- 
phans, and Applied Them to His 
Own Use—President Healy’s State-. 
ment—Matter Has Been Laid Before 
Department Officials. é 


William Boothman, Commander of God- 
frey Weitzel Post No. 425, G. A. R., has 
deen charged with taking county funds ta- 
tended for the relief of indigent veterans 
and veterans’ widows and children and ap- 
plying them to his own use. It is alleged 
that he committed forgery in carrying out 
his scheme. : 

In consequence of these charges and their 
investigation Commander Boothman has 
tendered his resignation to his post. Charges 
have also been preferred against him to 
Department Commander Cochrane. The al- 
leged misuse of county funds has extended 
over the last month. 

President Healy of the County Board says 
it is charged that Boothman has signed 
the names of the Relief committee of his post 
to orders drawn in the names of three dif- 
ferent persons and has taken the goods for 
his own use. On one occasion, according to 
President Healy, Boothman procured trans- 
portation from the county to send a vet- 
eran by the name of Smith to Milwaukee 
and then put in a bill for the amount with 
his next monthly report, declaring that he 
had furnished the money himself. 

Matters came to a climax last week. On 
Friday President Healy sent a letter to 
Department Commander Cochrane saying 
that he would refuse to- O K any more or- 
ders from Boothman. The matter was also 
laid before the members of the post of which 
Boothman is Commander. 

With the letter sent to Department Com- 
mander Cochrane were two affidavits which 
set forth a specific offense with which Booth- 
man is charged.

The forces opposed to the device were led 
by Ald. Gazzolo and A. W. Wilson, druggists. 
They claim a majority of the druggists are 
opposed to the machine and are anxious to 
return to the old-fashioned public telephone 
system, and assert public sentiment is with 
them in their fight. 

Before the meeting adjourned Chairman 
Judah read a communication from A. 8. 
Hibbard, General Manager of the Chicago 
Telephone company, giving his views on the 
subject and calling attention to the fact that 
it was at the earnest solicitation of the Chi- 
cago Retail Druggists’ Association the slot 
machine telephones were put in use.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 29.—Secretary 
Edgerton of the Populist National commit- 
tee today issued the following statement: 

“The preposterous claims made by the 
Republican committees in regard to the elec- 
tion of McKinley are made with the idea of 
fraud in all the doubtful States.

ORCHARD AND FARM PRODUCE. 


Tremendous Yield of Apples Causes 
Low Prices. 


Throughout the States of chief commercial pro- 
duction, including New England and New York 
the crop of winter apples is very large, according 
to the special report in this week’s Orange Judd 
Farmer, which places the aggregate yield at a 
shade under 59,000,000 bris for all of the Unit- 
ed States, against 60,500,000 bris in 1895 and 
57,629,000 bris two years ago. This authority 
says that the crop in New England, New York. 
Michigan, and parts of a few otheg States is 
simply phenomenal. New England and New 
York alone have over 16,000,000 bels, against 
little more than 7,000,000 a year ago, while Mich- 
igan is harvesting the greatest crop of fine fruit 
ever secured in that State. In sharp contrast, 
the report covering the Central West shows that 
in very many instances the crop is insuffitient 
to supply home requirements. The Canada crop 
is among the largest on record. Under existing 
known conditions it is not strange that opening 
prices of winter fruit should be exceptionally 
low. Exports from the Atlantic coast are already 

„000,000 bris this year, or a third more than 
exported all of last season, and the foreign mar- 
kets have a capacity for absorbing further vast 
quantities before another spring Perhaps the 
most hopeful ———— is the possibilities n the 
way of an outlet for the Eastern surplus in the 
West and Southwest.

May Now Be Divided Among Stock- 
holders—Company Will Probably 
Pay 2 Per Cent and Possibly 4 Per 
Cent—Call Money in New York Goes 
to 102 Per Cent—Mr. Yerkes Returns 
from Gotham to Settle Open Trades. 


Chicago Gas stockholders can now receive 
long delayed dividends providing the direct- 
ors of the company are willing to make this 
use ot the surplus. Judge Gibbons yesterday 
modified the restraining order which has 
been in force for nearly two years permitting 
such a distribution to be made of the sur- 
plus. Attorneys Trude and Meagher ap- 
peared before Judge Gibbons yesterday 
morning and asked that the order be entered. 
The request met with the approval of Attor- 
ney-General Moloney, who had secured the 
first restraining order, and Judge Gibbons 
therefore entered the order as requested. It 
was really a consent order, and it provides 
dividends may be paid to the holders ot all 
stocks which have been transferred by the 
Fidelity company of Philadelphia, which 
acted as trustee. The order also provides 
Fredegick P. Olcott, Anthony W. Brady, and 
Walton Ferguson, to whom the stock of the 
Fidelity company was transferred, can act 
as trustee and receive any dividends coming 
to the owners of the stock. 

Gossip regarding Chicago dividends has 
been freely disseminated of late, and it has 
been stated on what seemed good authority 
Attorney-General Moloney had weakened 
somewhat in his opposition to the gas trust. 
The news that the order had been entered, 
therefore, did not ereate the surprise which 
would otherwise have been caused by the no- 
tice of the court’s action. The gossip which 
has been circulated has said the Chicago 
gas trust would distribute in dividends a 
surplus of $2,000,000. This is believed to be 
an exaggeration. A man who is interested 
in the gas company and who is familiar 
with its inside workings said yesterday the 
surplus at the present time amounted to 
about $1,000,000, and that all of this would 
not be given to stockholders in the way of a 
dividend.

in order to assist their customers if neces- 
sary has caused @bnormally high rates from 
a few borrowers. The banks are meeting 
the demands of their customers at legal 
rates, and there is no pressure in money ex- 
cept on the Stock Exchange. I am also in- 
formed that some of the larger corporations, 
which have interest payments on Nov. 1. are 
calling in money to provide for such pay- 
ments. This also has an effect upon the 
market. There is no sign of a panic, and 1 
have no doubt money will be supplied to- 
morrow to borrowers with good collateral, 
although they may have to pay high rates. 
Our committee is watching the situation 
closely. No loan certificates needed and no 
panic in sight.“

SANT FE’S FINANCIAL EXHIBIT. 


Increased Earnings and Decreased Ex- 
penses for the Last Six Months. 

New York, Oct. 29.—[Special.}—The report 
of the directors of the reorganized Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe railw@y for the six 
months ending June 20, issued today, shows 
total earnings of $13,500,234. The operating 
expenses amounted to $10,207,428; rentals 
and other expenses, $1,016,600; and fixed 
charges, $2,291,149, leaving a surplus of 
$141,720. 

The earnings, as compared with the same 
period last year, increased $137,457, and 
operating expenses show a decrease of $946,- 
207 during the same period. The report, 
which is the first since the present company 
took charge of the property, further states 
that the question of retaining the St. Louis 
and San Francisco road as a portion of the 
Atchison system had been seriously consid- 
ered and deemed undesirable. 

In relation to the Atlantic and Pacific line 
the question of control is in abeyance. This 
property is still in the hands of a receiver, 
and a thorough traffic agreement is in opera- 
tion between the two properties. The Atchi- 
son has leased its Colorado coal mines to 
the Colorado Fuel and Iron eompany for 
three years, beginning Aug. 20 1896.

However, Bryan Will Be Beaten in 

His Own Ward, Town, County, and 
State—McKinley Sentiment Unmis- 

takably on Top in Bryan’s Own 

Bailiwick — Striking Features of 

the Campaign. 


LAincom, Neb., Oct. 28.—{New York Sun. 
This is the home of the Boy Orator of the 
Platte, the remarkable young man who is 
making himself notorious at present by pos- 
int as the candidate of the Popocratic party 
for the high office of President of the United 
States. The town is somewhat like its most 
noted citizen, being. talkative, noisy, and 
scattering. It had a population when the 
last census was taken of something like 
"60,000. During the last few years the num- 
“ber has been reduced 1,500 or 2,000, the loss 
generally admitted to be due to the hard 
times. Lincoln is the Capital City of Ne- 
braska, and it is, moreover, essentially an 
educational town. The State University is 
here with 1,500 students or more. Then 
there are the Methodist Wesleyan College, the 
Worthington Educational Institute of the 
Episcopal Church, the Lincoln Normal 
School with a roster of about 400, a branch of 
the Seventh Day Adventist College, and one 
or two less important schools. Manufact- 
uring amounts to little here, and the bulk of 
the population is made up of those connected 
with the various departments of the State 
Government and those who have made it 
their home for several months in each year 
for the purpose of educating their children. 
For the last two or three years the farmers 
of this section of Nebraska have had prac- 
tically no crops, and, being uneble to send 
their children here to school, have rema ned 
away themselves, until at present the popu- 
lation of the town is at a low ebb, and noth- 
ing seems to thrive except the business of 


“Politics Talked Here.“ 


A stranger visiting Lincoln during this 
closing week of the most exciting contest 
for the Presidency ever waged in the United 
States, would naturally expect to find it in 
a blaze of local patriotism, drawn forth by 
the achievements, the fame, and the candi- 
dacy of its fellow-townsman. But such is 
not the case. The election is the one topic 
to bes and the several Bryan headquar- 
ters scat about the streets have their 
spellbinders on tap and the brass bands 
ready to play. There are street corner dis- 
cussions everywhere, and badges and but- 
tons galore. So fond are the local Popo- 
eratic managers of talking free silver that 
- on have rented vacant stores here and 
ere, and across the fronts is the sign, in 
red, white, and blue, “ Politics talked here.” 
This is a novel campaign device, but it 18 
noticeable that the stores are still empty. 
It is perhaps a singular fact that Bryan is 
- not at all the popular hero in Lincoln that 
he has been pictured to the country at large. 
Indeed, little is known of him here as a pub- 
lic citizen. It is strictly true that he has 
never been identified with the business in- 
terests or social life of the city sufficiently | 
to give him any local strength or popularity. 
He went into politics immediately after |. 
coming here to live, and has remained in 
polities ever since, filling in the time while 
not_holding an office by traveling over the 
country speaking in the interest of free 
silver and gaining an honest livelihood 
thereby. He has amounted to nothing asa 
lawyer, perhaps because he was so eager to 
be a powerful stump speaker, and to the 
higher courts of the county and State he is 
a stranger. He has no personal following 
here in his own town, and it is said emphat- 
ically by the managers of the sound money 
campaign, and is not denied by the candid 
Bryanites, that the Boy Orator will be de- 
feated by large majorities in his voting pre- 
einet, his ward, his town, and his county. 


Claims of Both Sides. 


As to the State, the Popocrats assert they 
will carry it by anywhere from 5,000 to 50, 

0. The sound money managers, who here 
as in other Western States have the most 
perfect political organization in the history 
of politics, assert that the majority of Mc- 
‘Kinley and Hobart will not be less than 
15,000, and they are willing to produce the 
figures to prove their assertion. 

In Lincoln the election contest seems to be 

reéminently a battle of the lithographs. 

hat tendency to cover the windows of 

business houses and private residences with 
lithograph portraits of the Presidential can- 
didates, so general in all the Western cities 
and towns, has become a mania in Lincoln. 
and a careful observation of the lithographs. 
develops two interesting facts. By actual 
count of hundreds of windows on at least 
@ dozen streets the McKinley and Hobart 
lithographs outnumber those of Bryan by 
more th four to one. 

The second point is that Sewall is nowhere, 
and Watson is there, too. McKinley and 
Hobart hand in hand, or, rather, face to 
face, in all the lithographs, but there are 
not a dozen pictures of the regular tail of 
the Popocratic ticket in all the Town of 
Lincoln, and not one of the irreguiar Georgia 
tail is to be found. The dwellers in the 
houses on every street, whether pretentious 
or lowly, have taken part with vim in the 
battle of the lithographs, until the town 
resembles one great billboard. The rich and 
poor alike have tacked in their front win- 
dows the lithographs of their favorites, and 
there is no difference in point of value or 
artistic merit. All the lithographs are alike, 
McKinley and Hobart together and Bryan 
by his lone self, and evidently all were fur- 
nished free of expense by campaign com- 


mittees. 
Significant Straws. 


There are but two houses besides his own 
small and gaudily painted dwelling on the 
same side of the square on which Mr. Bryan 
lives on the outskirts of the town and neither 
flaunts a litograph. On the opposite side of 

ther street there are five houses, the corner 
ones each displaying a lithograph, but there 
honors are easy, one being of McKinley and 
Hobart and the other of Bryan. The im- 
mediate neighbors of the Presidential candl- 
date are apparently fearful of stirring up a 
neighborhood quarrel, for the scarcity of 
lithographs in their windows is noticeable. 
In every other neighborhood the lithographic 
disease has reached its climax. It is the 
opinion of well-posted politicians here that 
McKinley and Hobart will carry the city by 
2,000 majority and the county (Lancaster) 
by something like 2,500. 

The Boy Orator’s supporters in Lincoln are, 
preparing to give him a rousing reception 
when he returns home on Saturday night. 
This home-coming might naturally be called 
the close of the most extended and in all 
Ways most remarkable speechmaking cam- 
paign ever carried out by a candidate for 
office in this or any other country. But, in 
fact, his entry into Lincoln on Saturday 
night will not mark the close of the Boy 
Orator tour. He means to gird up his loins, 
teke a long breath of prairie air, and start 
out again on Monday to run amuck in the 
State, making anywhere from fifty to 500 
speeches, and winding up ina blaze of 
kaleidoscopic appearances all over Omaha 
at night in much the same manner as he wiil 
close his Illinois campaign in Chicago. Then, 
his last breath of wind exhausted and his 
brow bared for the laurel wreath, the hero. 
of the “ toiling masses will return for good 
and all during this campaign to his modest 
home in Lincoln, where he will receive the 
news of the election and awake to find it was | 
all a dream.

GREATER NEW YORK TO TURN OUT. 


Sound Money Parade Will Be the Big- 
gest Ever Seen in America. 

New York Sun: Gen. Horace Porter, the 
Grand Marshal, says that if it be a fair day 
the parade of the Business-Men's Republican 
and Sound Money Association on Saturday 
(tomorrow] will be the greatest demonstra- 
tion of the kind ever seen on this side of the 
Atlantic, and he declares that there will be 
in line. a greater number of marching men 
than ever assembled in America under any 
standard in time of peace or war. In ex- 
planation of these statements the General 


said: . _ a 

„ Weather not interfering, there will be 
125,000 men in line. Up to this time the big- 
gest parade that this country ever saw was 
when, in May; 1865, Sherman's army and 
Grant’s Army of the Potomac marched in 
the grand review in cross column around the 
Capitol and down Pennsylvania avenue, 
past the President and Cabinet, who occu- 
pied a stand prepared for the occasion, di- 
rectly in front of the White House. That 
review took two days, and, all told, there 
were 120,000 men in line. It was a magnifi- 
cent spectacle, and one that those who saw it 
will never forget. 

It took place immediately after the close 
of the war. Those who took part in it were 
in the marching business. It was their vo- 
cation then. {It was Johnny marching home 
after clearing out the rebellton.] The 2 
cumstances attending Saturday’s parade Are 
very different. It will be in time of peace. 
The bustness of a great city is being trans- 
acted. A day is appointed when men are in- 
vited, not compelled, to turn out and march 
over miles of city pavements, and for what? 
Simply to show their devotion to a pr aciple 
and their love for the country whose insti- 
tutions they, believe are threatened. In re- 
sponse to the invitation business-men, old 
and young, who have spent their lives in 
counting-rooms and factories and in offices, 
are sending in their applications so fast that 
we can hardly assign them all places in the 
line. | . 

“ ‘Then follows the order from the heads of 
firms that places of business will be closed 
during the entire day; that not only they, but 
any employés who may care to may march 
by their: employers’ sides. This order to 
close business houses was, I find, literally 
forced upon employers, because they re- 
ceived so many applications from their em- 
ployés for a day off. They found that it 
would be impossible to do any business, and 
so, although I presume in some cases it had 
not been intended to close up, heads of firms 
concluded that the best thing to do would be 
for all hands to take a day off, and orders to 
that effect were issued. 

„Another thing that should be borne in 
mind is that this is a parade of New- Yorkers, 
and nobody else. We have had applications 
for places in line from organizations in the 
immediate vicinity, from across the North 
River in Jersey, from across the bridge in 
Brooklyn, and from up the Hudson. All of 
these applications have been refused. We 
wanted this to be a parade simply of the 
inhabitants of Manhattan Island, and that’s 
what it will be. e wanted not only to fur- 
nish an object lesson of the sound money 
sentiment on the island to the free silver folk 
hereabouts, but we wanted to send a mighty 
word of cheer to our comradés in the fight 
all over the country. 

We want the effect of this parade to be 
felt on the Pacific slope, and it will be. 
Think of it! One hundred and twen- 
ty thousand soldiers marched down Penn- 
syivania avenue thirty-one years ago that 
the people might see what manner of 
men had saved the Union! One hundred and 
twenty-fwe thousand buSiness-men will 
march up Fifth avenue on Saturday to show 
what manner of men they are who will fire 
ballots instead of bullets to perpetuate that 
Union!”’ 

[While the New Tork Republicans and 
sound money Democrats have the million 
population of Brooklyn to draw upon. the 
managers will do well if they beat miuch the 
75,000 men who turned out and marched on 
Chicago day for national honor and sound 
money.] 


ARCHBISHOP IRELAND’S LETTER. 


He Tells Why He Wrote in Favor of the 
Gold Standard. 

Cincinnati, O., Oct. 27.—Archbishop Ire- 
land arrived from Washington today, accom- 
panied by ex-Congressman Bellamy Storer 
and wife. The Archbishop readily consent- 
ed to talk politics. 

“I have nothing, however, to add to my 
letter of two weeks ago and nothing to take 
from it,.“ said he. I was asked by a num- 
ber of citizens of St. Paul to give my views 
in the present political crisis, and I have 
done so.. There may be criticism put upon 
a churchman for entering into a political 
controversy. I do not believe An ministers 
entering into mere politics as such, but 
there are times and questions which become 
matters of patriotism: and morality, and we 
have a right to speak then as citizens. 

What I would say in a letter I would not 
say in the pulpit, and I would not permit 
any minister undér my control to speak 
from the pulpit upon them. So what I have 
said is as a private citizen who has the 
interest of his country at heart.”

Chicago, Oct. 28.—[Editor of The Tribune.] 
My attention has been called to a circular 
signed by Judge Sample of Paxton, in this 
‘State, in which he attempts to convict THE

| ect im 1878. The Judge, attempts to show 


that every. doctrine now advocated by him- 
self and Mr. Bryan in regard to the coinage 
of silver was then advocated by Tun TRIB- 
unn. This circular, with another embracing 
extracts from the speeches and -writings of 
William McKinley, James G. Blaine, Gov. 
Oglesby, David A. Wells, Robert G. Inger- 

i, ex-Gov. Flower, and others, attempting 
to establish that they also advocated the 
same doctrine in 1878, has been scattered 
broadcast over Central Inlinois. 

On investigation it will be tound that near- 
ly all these speeches and writings, admitting 
that they are authentic, were brought out 
by the discussion of the Bland-Allison act 
of 1878, providing for the coinage of not less 
than $2,v00,000 of silver per month. 
Instead of being an argument in favor of 
free coinage of silver they should be the 
strongest argument against it. 


Let us look at the situation at that time, 


We were to resume specie payment the fol- 
lowing year. A silver dollar was worth 
about 90 cents. There were gloomy forebod- 
ings as to whether the government would be 
able to resume and maintain specie pay- 
ment. After the passage of the mint act 
in 1878, in which the silver dollar was omit- 


ted, and which was championed and voted | 
for by Senators Jones and Stewart and | 


other leaders of the now silver party, the, de- 
velopment of.silver mines in the West woke 
these gentlemen and their friends to a real- 
ization of the immense profit that they 
would derive from the use on the part of the 
government of this metal. Whatever may 
be said of the people of the mining States, 
they are hustlers when it comes to pushing 
their own interests, and they immediately 
began an active campaign in Congress to 
secure the passage of an act by which their 
product should be put in demand for money 
purposes. The people of most of this re- 
gion were largely Republicans, and they 
made a very strong onslaught on the Re- 
publican Congress for legislation favorable 
to their product. The argument was made 
that tf this act were passed and 2,000,000 of 
silver dollars a month coined and made legal 
tender for the payment of all debts and put 
on a par with gold, it would create sucha 
demand for the metal that its price would 
move up to par, and the argument seemed 
very plausible. 

Now, mark the lesson which experience 
teaches and the value of experience over 
theory in such matters. The act was passed, 
and instead of increasing the value of silver 
it stimulated its production and it kept go- 
ing down continually thereafter. 

Again the Rocky Mountain statesmen got 
after Congress and persuaded such men as 
Senator Sherman to believe that the trouble 
was that the government was not coining 
enough silver, so in 1890 a Republican Con- 
gress passed the Sherman act, increasing the 
coinage to about $5,000,000 a month. But 
again experience teaches us a very start- 
ling lesson. In. 1890 silver was worth 90 
cents. In 1893, when this act was repealed, 
it was worth 60 cents. In the tace of such 
a statement of facts it makes very little dif- 
ference what men said nor how wise they 
were when they said it. 

If all these learned gentlemen were mis- 
taken in 1878, whermssilver had depreciated 
only 10 per cent, is it likely that Mr. Bryan 
is correct when he flippantly states that the 
free coinage of silver will bring it back to 
par when it has depreciated 50 per cent? 

No more forcible illustration could be 
brought forward of the utter worthlessness 
of theories and opinions of wise men on 
questions of this kind as compared with ex- 
perience than the matter set out in these 
circulars. 

Wise men sometimes change their opin- 
ions, but fools never.“ After fifteen years of 
experience in attempting to increase the 
value of silver by making the government 
purchase it the leaders of the Republican 
party came to the conclusion that it was a 
hopeless undertaking, and if they believed it 
could have been done before very sensibly 
changed their views in the face of !ncontro- 
vertible facts. But these incontrovertible 
facts do not seem to trouble Mr. Bryan and 
his associates in the slightest. He brushes 
them jauntily aside and informs us that if? 
the government will throw the mints open to 
the coinage of silver and make it legal tender 
for the payment of all debts it will go from 
50 cents to 100. When the fact is pointed out 
to him of the experience of these fifteen 
years, like King James I., instead of at- 
tempting to explain the phenomenon he 
calmly and solemnly reasserts hi; former 
statement. But conservative people who are 
in the habit in managing their private affairs 
of guiding themselves by the experience of 
the past may be excused if they doubt his 
assertions, and they may properly answer 
him that if such men as Blaine, McKinley, 
Wells, Flower, and Ingersoll, and such 
papers as THE TRIBUNE, were mistaken in 
1878 under less aggravated conditions, it is 
hardly probable that Mr. Bryan is right in 
1896, and you cannot blame them if they re- 
fuse to embark on such an uncertain sea of 
financial theory, in view of the history. of 
this country from 1878 to 1803. 

Again, if the statements in the circuiars 
are authentic it also shows very corclusively 
how much loose thinking there has been done 
on matters of this kind in this country. In 
fact, a reading of the articles and arguments 
shows this.. From none of them does it ap- 
pear that these parties had the remotest 
knowledge that the bill which it is claimed 
was fraudulently worked through Congress 
was three years on its passage; that the sil- 
ver dollar had been practically demonetized 
in 1834 by a Democratic Congress; and that 
we had been practically on a gold standard, 
except as to token money, from that time up 
to the suspension of specie payments in 1862, 
and that up to the time of the passage of the 
act of 1873, as against $800,000,000 of gold 
coined in this country there had been only 
$8,000,000 of silver coined, and that the pas- 
sage of the mint act omitting the silver dollar 
was simply putting into the statüte what 
had existed as a matter of fact for avout 
forty years. 

All this goes to show that this currency 
question is not the simple one that Mr. Pryan 
is declaring it is all over the country, and 
that when he is making his demagogic ap- 
peals to the people that it is a question which 
the common people can understand, and he 
is willing to trust the common pecple, he is 
not appealing as a patriot, but ada partisan. 

The question is a difficult one, and it is un- 
fortunate that it should have to be passed 
upen and decided by the people at all: un- 
fortunate that our currency matters should

It is wrong and dishonest to vote for a 
law compelling this great government to 
violate its solemn pledge to keep silver dol- 
lars equal to gold; a pledge by which the 
gold now overflowing its coffers was lured 
from the possession of confiding men. 

When Bryan asks for such a vote it settles 
the queseion agalnst him for all honest 
men. There is no more to be said. Why 
listen to an argument in favor of an avow- 
edly dishonest act? 

Yet it is beyond dispute that this is pre- 
cisely what he asks. 

He tlaims that the ‘ true American poll- 
ey ts a policy of dishonesty. 

It is not seriously denied in all the ar- 
guments, denunciations, rhapsodies deliv- 
ered in his behalf. 

It cannot be denied that gold dollars, or 
their equivalent, have been borrowed, and 
much, if not the most, of them have been 
borrowed during the period of their greatest 
purchasing power. 

It cannot be denied that a law for free 
and unlimited coinage of legal tender silver 
dollars at 16 to 1 would legalize thé pay- 
ment of these debts in money of a different 
quality and less value than that which was 
borrowed. 

It cannot be dented that the people, 
through their agents in Congress assem- 
bied, gave a pledge to maintain the parity 
of gold and silver dollars, and that some 
260 millions of gold dollars have been re- 
cently borrowed by the United States on 
the faith of that pledge. 

It is not pretended that under the law 
demanded in the Chicago platform this par- 
ity could be maintained, or that a majority 
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of votes for Bryan could change the world's 
standard of value and double the price of 
silver in its markets. 

On the contrary, the express demand of 
the party is for Cheaper dollars, and that 
they shall be a legal tender for more valua- 
ble ones borrowed before its platform was 
made. 

The question, then, in this election is not 
one of.*‘ policies "’ or political economy. 

It is not whether dishonesty has former- 
ly been committed or whether evils exist 
which demand reforms. or even whether 
Brvan's partv might make any reforms. 

It is whether it is right to vote how for 
a scheme of oven and undenied rascalitv. 

If the evil influences issuing from the Chi- 
cago Coliseum are counteracted and rieht 
prevails it will be owing to a full and free 
discusston Qefore the neople of the moral 
princiovle in¥olved in this election. 

That safeguard did not exist in ancient 
times. 0 

The brutalizinge effects of the wild beast 
and giadiatorial shows of the Roman Coli- 
seum were irremediable. 

But notwithstanding our different times 
and people it seems that every generation 
must be diligently taught that honesty is 
the fundamental law for nations as for indi- 
viduals.
